“I guess the money was 
allocated to those who had a bet- 
ter chance than us to draw more 
people,” he added. Neeb said he 
was willing to reapply again next 
year for the grant if funding is 


Melrose hoping 
to build new hall 


Melrose Township officials 
broached an idea to have the 
township consider a one mill tax 
increase that would be used to 
build a new township office and 
help pay for a full-time township 
employee at their annual 
meeting last week. 

Supervisor Larry Oiliffe citing 
the residential growth of the 
township over the years has 
made the township too big to be 
run on a part-time basis. He said 
the residents deserved 
something better. 

The millage request would 
require the residents approval at 
a vote and that is expected in 
1988. Olliffe brought -the subject 
up to get the township residents 
thinking about building a new 
township hall to see if they may 
be interested in developing the 
idea further. 

Currently, the township 
meetings are held in the former 
township library location at the 
back of the firehall in Walloon 
Village. 

Olliffe said the need for a new 
facility would help in the running 
of the township. He said records 
are being kept in people's homes 
orinlockers. 

With a new township hall, he 
said the records could be stored 
in the building where they could 
be more easily maintained and 
more accessible to the public. 

One option the township may 
consider is building an addition to 
the present firehall. 

The addition of a new full-time 
employee would allow the town 


ship to handle zoning ad- 
ministration and property 
assessments as well as doing the 
township bookwork under the 
direction of the township clerk 
and treasurer. 

No salary has been set for the 
employee, but Olliffe estimated it 
could be in the range of $20,000 
per year. 

Olliffe thinks the time is right 
to start discussing a new town 
ship hall. He thinks the township 
could almost pay for the salary of 
the employee with the savings 
and salary adjustment that could 
be made with township officials, 
if the work load on them was 
reduced by the hiring of an em- 
ployee. 

Olliffe stressed that 
everything is still in the talking 
stages, and that it would take 
some time before the township 
would ask fora vole ofapproval. 

He said he thinks an addition to 
the firehall would cost in the 
range of about $45,000. 

The one additional mill, if ap 
proved by the voters, would 
bringin approximately $26,000 to 
the township. Olliffe figures the 
millage could be broken down to- 
one half to help pay for the 
employee and the other half to pay 
for the addition. After the ad 
dition is paid for, Oliiffe said the 
millage could be reduced by half. 

Olliffe also estimated the 
savings in salary, by cutting back 
pay to township officials, would 
also bring in about $19,000 and 
that could be used to help pay for 
theemployee.

EASTER DINNER 

It is almost May before Easter 
arrives this year, and the plowing 
season celebrates it. We have 
faith that the planting will come 
and the seeds will grow. Maybe 
that pre-historic speck of faith 
was born within me as a child 
because I loved to follow in the 
furrow that the plow made when 
Papa guided it in straight rows 
across the fields with his hands 
on the plow handles and the lines 
to the horses tied around his 
middle. He would let go of the 
handles just enough to guide the 
horses, occasionally they knew 
what todo. 

Now, sometimes it even 
grieves me a little bit that lam no 
longer that close to the soil. We 
seldom see anyone plowing any 
more; the big machines plow 
many acres ina day,and I seem to 
miss that day. I like to think of 
people plowing all over the world. 
Ipray that wars stop long enough 
for the farmers to plow with 
enough faith in the future to feed 
the world. 

I also like to think of a 
“oneness” with the family at 
Easter time; a time for church, 
new clothes and the family 
around the dinner table. This is 
the time to cook a special dinner, 
with the house decorated with 
baskets of colored eggs, jelly 
beans and chocolate bunnies. 

Recently I have been 
“hungering” for a good pork loin 
roast. It’s been a long time since 
I've had one and Easter will be an 
ideal time to roast this 
beautifully glazed roast using 
Italian dressing to marinate it in 
and surrounded by fruit. I'm 
wondering if we can wait for 
Easter to make this 
GLAZED PORK ROAST WITH 

, GINGEREDFRUIT 
1cup herbal Italian dressing 
4to5 lb. pork loin center rib roast 
214 cups apple juice 
% teaspoon ground ginger 
1 cup diced apricot halves (can- 
ned) 
lcup pitted prunes 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 

In large shallow baking dish, 
pour dressing over roast. Cover 
and marinate in refrigerator, 
turning occasionally, four hours 
or overnight. 

Preheat oven to 325°, remove 
roast, reserving marinade. Place 
roast in foil-lined shallow baking 
pan and bake 1 hour, Meanwhile 
in medium sauce pan, blend apple 
juice with ginger; bring to a boil. 
Add fruit and simmer 5 minutes. 
Remove fruit and % cup apple 
juice; reserve. To remaining ap- 
ple juice in sauce pan, add reser- 
ved marinade blended with cor- 
nstarch. Bring to a boil, then 
simmer, stirring constantly, until 
glaze is thickened, about 2 
minutes. 

Brush roast with glaze and 
continue to bake brushing 
frequently with remaining glaze 
for 1'/2 hours or until done. (170 
degrees on meat thermometer.) 

To serve, arrange fruit and 
reserved juice around roast. 

A spinach salad will lend that 
touch of spring to the table and 
you could cook some of those 
small early red potatoes for color 
as wellas flavor.

After coming back from a 
vacation, I must tell the folks of 
this destination resort area that [ 
have just seen the future of a full- 
blown resort atmosphere. 

Tam not sure yet if I liked the 
experience or not. But I can see 
some comparisons to our area,

That is one of the enjoyable 
things about tour packages, they 
bring the cost of a trip down to

Isay that because you have, or at 
least I have, a tendency to over- 
spend when [ get to go on 
vacation. I will aiso say that this 
was the first time I was able to 
get away on vacation in quite a 
few years. It took seven to save 
up for this past trip. 

Anyway, as a comparison to 
this area, I must say that the land 
is different, but the ideas are the 
same. 

What this area is lacking, are 
the little one-day tours that com- 
panies put together to take in 
more of the tourist dollar. Tours 
to places like farms, plantations, 
river falls, private beaches and 
to goshopping. 

So now that I am back, my 
mind started to think up some 
tours a local entrepreneur could 
doaround here. 

We could have a company get 
set up at a place like Boyne 
Mountain. Assuming all of the 
tours would start from that 
location, tours could be set. up to: 

1) Tour of the great wild river 
country of the Jordan Valley. 
(Approximately eight hours).

Jordan River. Look for rich 
wildlife and local natives trying 
to catch fish in one of the great 
trout streams of the north.

Also included 
is a trip to a secluded cove along 
the shores of Lake Charlevoix 
where you can ride a jetski, 
waterbike, and get a glass bot- 
tomed boat ride looking over 
some of the wonders on the bot- 
tom of the lake.

Public opinion polls we've had 
with us for more than half a een- 
tury. In the beginning they were 
used only before Presidential 
elections. Now it’s all year every 
year. 

I understand that a certain 
amount of opinion polling is 
useful in a democracy, especially 
to those governing. They need to 
know what those they govern 
think so that the leaders can 
know where they stand with 
those who have elected them to 
lead. But political issue pools are 
being overdone these days. 

For example, last November 
when the “arms to Iran” thing 
first came to light, polls came out 
almost weekly showing the 
President's relative popularity 
and credibility. They made clear 
that he lost a lot of ground over 


these years while the experts 
have insisited that crime is the 
fault of society every bit as much 
as of the lawbreakers. 

Another place where I ap- 
plauded the participants for good 
sense is in their response to a 
question about whom they 
wouldn't want to be mistaken for. 
Barbara Mandrell and Charles 
Bronson got a lot of votes. 

In the section on things that 
gave pleasure or satisfaction, 
grandchildren ranked lower than 
hobbies, clothes, food and almost 
everything else. I'm not sure 
what this means. But it could be 
that the current crop of grand- 


especially if the grandkids fall in 
the age group that tend to be 
messy at both ends. 

It would be lovely if polls on 
political issues were allowed only 
in the months with “o"s in them, 
And the rest of the time pollsters 
had to poll on other matters, like 
why grandparents enjoy their 
clothes more than their gran- 
dehildren or why kids put beans 
in their ears or their noses.
